is how he gets such extraordinarily prompt action 
from a few draughts from the fla»k when his fic- 
tional characters are to be revived. In real life if 
anybody comes to after a swig of whisky or brandy 
we immediately set the fellow down as a malingerer. 
Alcoholic liquors exert a miraculous stimulating ac- 
tion in fiction exclusively: in actual life the effect 
of whisky or brandy is depressing to the circulation. 
Therefore well trained physicians and surgeons do 
not give whisky or brandy, or permit it to be. given 
to patients suffering from shock or collapse of a 
serious degree: although some doctors interpose no 
objection to a nip from a proffered flask if the pa- 
tient is not too weak to stand it. 


There is another side of the problem*than the 


effect of alcohol on the circulation. 
Alcohol is a 


narcotic, and narcotics tend to soften or lessen 
shock or prevent it. by benumbing the sensonum 
generally. 
But alcohol is a very inferior agent in 


this effect compared with other drugs at the physi- 
cian's disposal. 
There is no excuse and no occa- 


sion for keeping whisky or brandy in the house, so 
far as first aid or emergency may be concerned. 
When occasion arises for the, use of a quick stimu- 
lant the medicine cupboard contains 


Aromatic Spirits of Ammonia 


This, like tincture of iodine. N a volatile liquid 


and must therefore be kept tightly stoppered. 
It 


is a solution of ammonium carbonate (the same sub- 
stance as that in "smelling salts"i in grain alcohol 
and ammonia water, with oil of lemon, nutmeg and 
lavender to give it a pleasant odor. 


From half to one teaspoonful may be given, in 


about one-fourth glassful of cold water, at 
inter- 


vals of rive or ten minutes for three or four times 
if necessary, to one in a faint, nr a victim of shock 
or collapse of any kind. 
If the paietjt is quite un- 


conscious and will not swallow, some pf the aroma- 
tic spirits of ammonia may be poured on a hand- 
kerchief and held colse to the nose, for it is a stim- 
ulant to the circulation even when inhaled (as in 
smelling salts.l 


Ammonia being alkaline, a few drops of aro- 


matic spirits of ammonia may be taken in water, 
to relieve a. sour stomach and to oppose or relieve 
sick headache. 
In such cases the dose should be 


repeated several times-—five or 10 drops every five or 
in minutes for five or 10 times. 
This medicine, 


by the way, once had some reputation for quickly 
sobering a drunken person. 


Mosquito bites and other insect stings may be 


relieved by touching with aromatic spirits of am- | 
monia. or by sponging with a teaspoonful of aro- , 
matic spirits of ammonia in a half cupful of water.

Roth as a stimulant and as an alkali. Aromatic | 


spirits of ammonia is an antidote in poisoning by j 
acids. 


Iodine stains may be sponged from the skin with 


aromatic .spirit* of ammonia on pledgets of cotton. 


Remember, no other spirits than this should be 


kept in the medicine cupboard, and you must keep 
the bottle tightly stoppered with a. rubber stopper or 
•A ground glass stopper to keep aromatn spirits of 
ammonia from lot-ing its strength and value by 
evaporation.

Here again comes to the surface a 


duty of American citizenship—A—to 
educate immigrants In all matters per- 
taining to the United States and its 
institutions and, K—to assist them to 
become naturalized when qualified foi* 
citizenship. 
It is a rather significant fact that 


the largest proportion of those 
who 


are preaching overthrow of our form 
of government are not citizens of our 
country and carry on their propagan- 
da largely among those residing and 
working here who are but compara- 
tively late comers to our land. 


The need of civic education for all 


immigrants 
is 
therefore 
most ap- 


parent to the end that they may un- 
derstand and appreciate the meaning 
and value of. 
American 
citizenship 


MORE 
and hence will not rest content until 
they have been fully naturalized and 
thus properly inducted into the great 
citizenry of this nation. 


At no time- was civic neglect more 


apparent than during the Great World 
War when all non-naturalized citizens 
were called upon to register. Splend- 
id, loyal men and women were obliged 
to register, have their finger prints 
taken, who hart lived in this country 
since early childrhood, many coming 
with their parents at so young an age 
some as young as a month, that they 
had no recollection whatever of the, 
foreign land from which they came. 
They were educated in our 
schools; 


married under our laws; raised famil- 
ies here; voted; held offices of honor; 
and trust, honestly believing that they 
were full citizens of the United States 
until 
upon investigation, due to the 


registration 
law passed during the 


war, they learned that their fathers 
had never taken out their second or 
full papers. 
I recall with vividness 


many affecting incidents when regist- 
ering such, I. as then Tostmaster of 
Appleton. having been one of the re- 
gistering officers. 


Who was to blame? The fathers, 


who should have known the law and 
the value of being full citizens. 
The 


politicians, who in order to get them 
to vote secured or helped them to se- 
cure their first papers and 
assured 


them that these were sufficient for all 
practical purposes. 


Education and inspiration will have 


to subdue the most insidious foes 
working to undermine and subvert our 
government—ignorance of our instil"- 
tions on the part of many and indif- 
ference on tho part of many socalled 
intelligent citizen*. The American Le- 
Kion is therefore perfnrming a highly 
patriotic service for which it should 
be 
heartily 
congratulated and pro 


roundly thanked, in putting aside n 
week each year during which it will 
strive to stir the sleeping fires of pa- 
triotism, by asking intelligent contem- 
plation of nil that pertains to the wel- 
fare, of our country. 


Let the work of education and in- 


spiration go on. to the end that great- 
er knowledge nf, will produce greater 
love and admiration for our country,

000 tons of cotton, assigning for this 
purpose a six month's loan of 20,000,- 
000 gold rubles. 


The new economic policy of the 


Soviet government has given rise to 
a number of combined state trusts in 
the textile industry, and many factor- 
ies which have been idle for the last 
four years are now running. But the 
revolution ruined the cotton planting 
industry in Turkestan and the Cau- 
casus, and no fresh supply of raw ma- 
terial was forthcoming. Thus the fac- 
tories had to use up their small funds 
of cotton left over from pre-war days, 
hut this, together with the 
expected 


harvest of this year, will hardly last 
them till next February. 


"Working at the rate of one-fifth of 


the iirc-war production, the require- 
ments of the Russian textile industry 
for the next year is estimated at 4,600, 
000 poods of raw material for 1,6000.- 
000 spindles. 
This year's harvest of 


cotton is estimated at 700.000 poods 
while the remainder of the 
amount 


necessary for production will have to 
be purchased abroad, chiefly in Buk- 
hara, Persia and Khiva.

Packa

Thank goodness we are now using 


a little imagination in tying up our 
Christmas packages, and are no long- 
er bound by the hackneyed white tissue 
paper and red ribbon Vrttli lonely 
greeting card beneath the 
bowknot. 


Although it is certainly true that white 
tissue paper has a lovely crisp fresh 
look and makes a pheasant background 
for colored ribbons or strings. 


Do let us get away from what an 


art teacher used to call "Merry Christ- 
mas colors,'" the everlasting red and 
green. There are many fancy papers 
on the market now-a-days "With holly 
sprig and Christmas designs of vari- 
ous sorts. Then there are the interest- 
ing wood fiber effects in the Japanese 
papers. It would seem a good idea 
to tie up these patterned papers with 
plain string or ribbon, and use seals 
sparingly. 
Christmas seals are very 


attractive now-a-days and are made 
in all sorts of odd sizes, some of gold 
embossed 
like 
metal, and some of 


white with silhouettes in black, as well 
as many others in colors. 


Making Attractive Packages 


For the dainty gifts to a woman 


friend what could be prettier than a 
white tissue paper package tied in pale 
blue ribbon, with a cluster of organ- 
die flowers in pastel tints for a decor- 
ation?
